Moving swiftly in their determination 
to secure a new, modern hospital for 
Hancock County, the County Board of 
Supertisors voted last Monday to 
sign the application for funds. The 
aplication was forwarded Friday to the 
Mississipp1 Commission on Hospital 
Care. 


Also signed was a notice of intention 
to propose a bond issue for $70 000 
to finance the project. 


The Board room was crowded with 
many interested citizens. Delegations 
representing the King’s Daughters Hos- 


pital Board and the American Legion 
were present, as were Drs. Samuel, 
Shipp, Smith and Wascom. Al! mem- 


bers of the Bay St. Louis City Council 
were present. 


The ability of Hancock County to 
support the proposed 30 bed hospital 
was questioned by Leo W. Seal, local 
banker. Dr. Samuel went into detail 
ito explain how’ the new hospital could 
be set up on ao self-sustaining basis 
| within three years. Mayor John 
Scafide, speaking for the City Council, 
told of the City’s ability and willingness 
to contribute to the maintenance of 
the hospital. It was pointed out by 
Supervisor Hubbard that a present fund 
raised by a two mill tax levy would 
be adequate to make up the deficit, 
if any, in the operation of the hospital 


Supervisor Shaw called attention to 
a statement made by Foster L. Fowle- 
of the Commission on Hospital Care 
in which he estimated the first year’s 
deficit at $12,000, the second year at 
$6,000, and possibly the same for the 
third year, but after that time the 
hospital should be on a self-sustaining 
basis. Upon hearing these details, 
Seal withdrew his objections. 

The question of the hospital being 
sponsored as a County Hospital was 
evidently settled. The City accepted 
a responsibility of contributing to the 
Maintenance deficit. 


! 


Financing of the proposed hospital 
hit a snag when it was pointed out 
that a new tax would be needed to meet 
the proposed bond issue. Supervisors 
Jones and Kellar strenuously objected 
to a new tax. After a thorough study 
of the present County tax structure it 
was found that several other funds 
could be reduced to allow funds to be 


available with additional taxes. 
Upon learning this the Board of 
Supervisors voted unanimously to go 
forward with the plans.
